3. (ORIGINAL) A semiconductor device having a plurality of wiring layers on which 
a dummy pattern and an actual pattern are arranged, 

wherein said dummy pattern has a rectangular shape and is arranged by rotating a given 
angle in a direction in which said actual pattern extends. 

4. (ORIGINAL) The semiconductor device according to claim 3, 

wherein longer sides of said dummy pattern extend in a same direction as said actual 
pattern which is perpendicularly wired extends. 

5. (ORIGINAL) The semiconductor device according to claim 3, 

wherein longer sides of said dummy pattern extend perpendicularly to the direction in 
which said actual pattern extends. 

6. (ORIGINAL) The semiconductor device according to claim 5, 

wherein said actual pattern is perpendicularly wired. 

7. (ORIGINAL) The semiconductor device according to claim 3, 

wherein positions of center points of said dummy patterns of said plurality of wiring layers 
vary for respective wiring layers. 
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8. (ORIGINAL) The semiconductor device according to claim 3, 

wherein positions of center points of said dummy patterns of said plurality of wiring layers 
vary for respective wiring layers and respective longer sides of said dummy patterns on different 
wiring layers extend parallel to each other. 

9. (ORIGINAL) The semiconductor device according to claim 3, 

wherein respective longer sides of said dummy patterns on adjacent wiring layers extend 
perpendicularly to each other.
